None of the prior art teaches or suggests a method for reverse data rate control 
for ATs and a bandwidth and overhead control based on individual data rate control. 
More specific, transmitting data at initial reverse data rates to the AN; receiving a 
message Including ignore RA'B (Reverse Activity Bit) information indicating whether the 
ATs should not change the reverse data rates from the AN in at least one AT; receiving 
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a RAB indicating increase or decrease of the reverse data rates from the AN; and 
ignoring the RAB in the at least one AT received the ignore RAB information.
